The 5-monfch plan for the production of ootton goods was completed by 94 
percent. The reason for this partial failure is that the Western Rwer states 
did net deliver the quantity of cotton ordered. The USSR is helping to sake

10.100.000 square meters during the first year of Vires* year plan to 

12.700.000 square meters during the 5 -month plan. Production of woolen goods 
was semewhat bslov the plan beoause the mild winter brought a reduction in the 
dsmamd for such goods.

The Ygyssult Isso R.T. (United Incandescent C or p^* at ion) is on* of the 
largest incandescent lamp manufacturer* in Europe. The plant, * which employs 
over 4,000 asm and produces millions of bulbs, has its own glassworks and builds 
its owa machinery. The glassworks was built last year at a cost of 8 million 
forints. Its equipment includes a Siemens -Mart in furnace with a capacity of 
100-110 tons of molten glass ./t a temperature of 1,450 degrees • The glaes is 
shaped weohanicclly; daily production .a from 130,000 to l40 p 000 glass units. 

The plant produces 1,100 complete Incandescent lamps a*j hour. Other important 
lt*ns produced are radio tubes and machinery for manufacturing light bulbs. 
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3ft addition to regular bulbs, the plant also produces argon-filled lamps, re- 
flector®, lamps for the medical profession, mercury lamps, krypton hurling lamps, 
etc* The production plan for 19^9 calls for an output of Ido million forints * 
worth of goods, of which 60-70 percent is destined for export to all parte of 
the world.

tiea will be centered in the Riegler Plant* 

WgaH T PH K HANTS INCREASE PRODUCTION — Ssabad Szo, No 35 , IX Feb ks 

The number of men engaged in furniture manufacture has been increased frcea 
650 to 2,^00 since nationalization of the industry* The value of production has 
been increased from 6 to 19 fcrlnts per work-hour. The results were made possi- 
ble by shifting machinery and having shops produce that for which they are best 
•quipped* As fen example, the Lings 1 furniture factory which previously produced 
do luxe furniture has changed to production of standard types with & monthly 
'^reduction of 500 pieces of furniture. Standardization and improved work organi- 
zation has resulted in a 30 percent savings in working time. 
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
